The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or suggest a polymer actuator comprising the gel/electrode complexes as described in the 
independent claim, particularly not wherein the actuator assembly is capable of occluding and 
releasing hydrogen but wherein the pH change in the polymer gel is achieved without the 
evolution of gas and the consumption of water. The Terminal Disclaimer for the related case, 
10/536,934, has been approved and entered.
